She said that she "returned 
to Rome later in 1950 and came back to the United States in 1952. She stated that 
she again returned to Rome in 1954, returning to the United States in 1955; 
returning to Rome in 1956 and returning to the United States in 1957; and return- 
ing Rome in 1959 and coming back to the United States in July I960. She claimed 
that the name she used on her passport was liargaret Gerosi. She stated that she 
never worked for any novie or TV companies while in London, but that she did work 
xor movie studios, both foreign and American, when she was in Italy. One of the 
companies sue said that she worked for was Plato Roma. She also claimed that she 
worked for the State Department while at Rome. Mrs. Kelly stated she has never 
worked as a model. She further stated that she has worked for the Department of 
tne Army in hew York City and the National Notion Association of 286 5th Avenue, 
hew York City. She claimed that she became acquainted with Connie Vblpe while 
working with the i'&tioncLi Notion Association.

Kelly said that a Mr. Jim Fayne, approximately 80 years of age, and an 
associate of Joseph P. Kennedy, Sr., has letters that she has written to her grand- 
father, that he is located at the Pan American Building in New York City. Accord- 
ing to Mrs. Kelly, Hr. Fayne told her by telephone that he had kept all of the 
letters she had written to Joseph Kennedy, Sr. regarding this matter « 



. The photograph of Joan Kennedy, as obtained by' the New York District 
Attorneys office, was shown to Mrs. Kelly and she claimed that the photograph 
was not of her. She claimed that she had no association whatsoever with the 
names Cittins or Geddes, and that she had never been married to anyone with this 
name. She further claimed that she has never been at Palm Beach, Florida, and 
that she has never been arrested for anything. 
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
